It is noted that the claims are not allowed for the reasons argued by Applicants in their 
remarks filed on June 17, 2003, but because upon reconsideration of the prior art appUed by the 
Examiner it was noted that the structure taught by the LaMarca, II et al. reference fails to teach a 
structure that comprises a layer of a thin sheet of aluminxmi laminated to the knit fabric. 
LaMarca, II et al. teaches the use of a fragmented aluminum foil sheet material and needling and 
not bonding of the layers.
